With what View this rambling Commentary 
on State Law, and military Differtation on We/- Indian 
Invafions ? Surely to no other Purpofe than to confound 
weak Minds, and by a Mixture of vile Suggeflions and 
artful Tranfitions, providing equally for poifoning the 
Reader’s Thoughts, and faving the Author's Bacon. 
Here lies the Dexterity of the Writer, here lies the Me- 
rit of the Piece 5 herein confifts the Worth of Caké’s 
Correfpondent : He drives to an Inch. For being, as 
he affures us, acquainted with the Myftery of Treafon, 
he can write a Linfey-woolfey Paper, Treafm in one 
Light, and Loyalty in another.

But if 
the Thing was really fo, how came the Author to pen 
this Paper ? If he thought the Hague L:tter a Forgery, 
why did he trouble himfelf about it? Or feeing thefe 
Declarations fo abfurd and ridiculous as to deferve no 
Belief, why did he not leave them to be laugh’d at? 
He cannot plead the Necefflity of undeceiving the Wor'd 
about them ; for he agrees neither the Dutch nor the 
French could have been impofed upon, even if thefe 
Declarations had been made to them.

But it cannot be 
fuppos’d that Colonies fhould be freer, or more at Eafe 
than their Mother Countries ; confequenly thefe Propo- 
fitions will be naturally applied to our own Conftitution, 
and the Populace will expect in O/d Engéand all thole 
Privileges which are here conceded to the New and all 
the reft of our Plantations. It is amazing how fuch Pro- 
jeéts come to be thought feafible. In the firit place it 
is certain, that tho’ in New Governments fuch Powers 
might invite and encourage Buccaneers for a Seafon, yet 
it muft be a Method of another Kind which would efla- 
blith new Comers and fix them to the Place, no: by 
granting unreafonable Privileges, but by affording a fu- 
perior Profit. The Scheme this Man propofes would 
put Sovereign Authority into the Hands of fuch as are 
leaft fit for it, and his Projeét would make the People 
in a new Settlement not free like Men, but wild like 
Cattle on the Hill roving at Difcretion, and neither ca- 

able of advancing their own Affairs much, or of bear- 
ing fuch fubfequent Reftri€tions as thofe would impofe 
who beit underilood their Interefts, and were more con- 
cern’d for their Welfare in point of Incereit than them- 
felves. We {ce too, it Experience is to guide us, that 
the Colonies of other Nations thrive as well as ours, tho’ 
under very different Kinds of Government. So that it 
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is plainly the Adminifiration, rather than the Form 
which is material. | 
What feems to put the Conftruétion I infift on out 
of all doubt is, the Declaration he has been pleas’d to 
pon for the /ndians, Spaniards, Negroes, and other In+ ° 
habitants of the Spanifh Weft. Indies, and which I mutt 
tranfcrive to prevent all Sufpicion of doing him Injus 
tice: * You thall be henceforth govern’d by Laws of 
‘ your own making, enacted by a free, equal Repre- 
tentative, that fhall be frequently, that is to fay, an- 
nually chofen by you, or, if you will, removable by 
their Conftituents at Pleafure. The Reprefentatives 
fhall coniiit either of one Houfe or of two Houfes, the 
one like a Committee, to form and propofe Laws, the 
other, to confirm; it fhall be which is thought beft, 
by the beit Judges of fuch Matters, (the Council of 
Patriots) or as you yourfelves fhall fix. Your Laws 
fha!l be put in Execution by Magiftrates of your chu- 
fing, and chofen annually. You thall be protected by 
our Fleets, defended by our Garrifons; that is, fo far 
and fo far only, and fo Jong only, as you yourfelves 
defire. All we ask of you in return is, to confefs a 
Sovereignty in the Crown of Great Britain, but limits 
ed -as aforefaid; and to trafficle wholly with us, of 
under fuch Regulations of Trade, as al! our Colonies 
* in this Part of the World do obferve.” This is the 
Malecontents Scheme of Government, and «very Man 
isat liberty to compare it with our own Conititution, 
and fay which he likes belt: A Matter at this time 
which more nearly concerns him than he may imegine. 
How confiftent fuch a Declaration as this would appeat 
under the Sanction of Royal Authority, I leave every Man 
to determine, who confiders what Sort of Power is referv'd 
to the Crown in the Declaration itfelf. Befides, if the 
People in thofe Countries are to be free, why fhould this 
Nation be bound to do fo much for them ? If Subjedts, 
why fhould they be on better Terms than all other Sub- 
jets? Surely this plainly intimates, that the Indians, 
Spaniards, Negroes, bave little to do with this Mater, 
bat that the pretended Declaration was drawn to put 
our Colonies in a Ferment; and I am inclin d to be the 
more pofitive in this, becaufe the Cra/t/man’s Colleague 
Common Senfe has been long and openly engaged in the 
fame Defign.

Extra& of a Letter from the Hague, Sept. 1§. 


‘ The laft time I wrote to you, | took notice, that 
the Conje€tures of our Politicians might poffibly prove 
as authentick as any News J cou'd write. Time feems 
now to have jaftify’d that Conjecture ; for our Letters 
from Munich of the sth inftant, bang us a Kind of 
Manifelto ‘rom the Ele@tor of Bavaria, under the Ti- 
tle of a Deduétion of the Rights of that Electoral Houle 
to the Kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemia, and the 
other States of the Houfe of Auttria. It is but fhort, 
yet ftrongly and peremptorily expref{s’d, fo that with- 
out doubt the Rights pretended, and the Arguments 
advanced therein, will be f{peedily fopported by tne 
laft Reafon of Princes. 

‘ A Correfpondent of mine at Francfort, who has 








no better than 4 Uirel/ing to his Printer, let him remem- 


hitherto never deceiv’d me, by a Letter dated the 
gth inilane, aflures me, that on the 17th uit. a Con- 
vention was fign’d between his moit Chrittinn Majelty 
and the King of Pruflia, and that the latter had reje- 
* &ed the Propofitions made him by Mr. Robinfon oa 
the Parc of the Queen of Hungary ; which agrees 
with what is written by the la!t Polit from Berlin, that 
the King had given Orders for feuling the Pofts in 3i- 
lefia on the fame Foot with thofe in Brandenburgh, 
and that his Pruffian Majetly was determin’d to put the 
Government of Breflau into fuch a Method as might 
‘ render it as ufeful to him as pofieble.
